Suit was filed this ¡Turning in a San Francisco 
federal court seeking to . "went Pacific Greyhound 
Lines from setting up * new company to handle 
Bay Area commute service. 
The action was filed by Oakland attorney Spur­ 
geon Avakian, acting on behalf of commuter groups 
and Marin and Contra Costa Counties, and Jack 
Robertson, Menlo Park attorney acting for the 
Greyhound Drivers’ union. 


Supervisors of Marin and Contra Costa Counties 
voted last week to finance the court appeal, Marin 
voting $2,500 and Contra Costa voting to assume 
half the cost if Marin met the other half. 


Avakian has announced that the suit would ask 
federal court reversal of action by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission which approved Greyhound’s 
plan to transfer commute operations to a new sub­ 


sidiary company. Golden Gate Transit Lines. .Re­ 
versal is sought on gerunds that the ICC does not 
have authority to approve the transfer without con­ 
curring approval of the Calif omnia Public Utilities 
Commission. 
In ts ruling granting permission for the transfer, 
the ICC agreed with Greyhound’s contention that 
state approval is not necessary. 
The ICC decision permitted Greyhound to effect 
ihe transfer tomorrow. However, filing of the court 
action will prevent any action to put the plan into 
effect, it was indicated. 
Opposition to the transfer, among both commuter 
groups and Greyhound drivers, is based on fears 
that an independent commute company would suffer 
financial losses so severe as to raise possibility of 
eventual abandonment of bus service.

DIVIDED HIGHWAY 
TI» freeway will be a four-lane 
divided highway from San Quen­

A full .interchange will be pro­ 
vided at a point near Simms street 
just east of the drive-in theater 
where cars 'W ill 'be able to ’cross, 
under the freeway or get on and 
off 'the freeway.

Pupils Proposed 


A Greenbrae couple last night 
advanced the proposal that an in­ 
dividual or 
private organization 
charter a Greyhound bus for $15 
per day to transport Greenbrae 
youngsters to and from school. 
Trustees of the Kentfield Elem­ 
entary School District commended 
Mr. and Mrs. Randall Ward for 
their “constructive thinking” in 
suggesting an alternative to the 
district’s resuming partial bus ser­ 
vice which was discontinued last 
spring. 
The proposal advanced by the 
Wards followed Dist. Supt. Ken­ 
neth M. Forry’s report on a study 
wMch was requested by parents 
last month to determine the most 
efficient use of the district’s exist­ 
ing transportation 
facilities—one 
school bus. 
CITES PROBLEMS 
Forry, noting 
that he 
must 
“apologize in _ advance for what 
may seem, to be double talk ” said 
the re-study of the transportation 
problem “points up a number of 
problems...'” 
If the school bus were to pick 
up 
Greenbrae 
School, 
children 
along Sir Francis Drake on its re­ 
turn to Greenbrae from the A. E. 
Kent School, Forry said, it would. 
create1 the problem of providing a 
crossing guard at the Manor road 
intersection. He explained at least 
three kinderg&rtners or 21 first and 
.second .graders would have to cross. 
Sir Francis Drake to board the bus. 
Forry pointed, out the first group 
of children, 
transported, by 
the 
bus, would arrive at school be­ 
tween 8 and, 8:30 am., when teach­ 
ers aren’t required to be on the 
school grounds to give adequate 
supervision.

A jury of eight women and four men deliberated for m ore 
than five hours before bringing in the verdict. A conviction of 
second degree m urder (slaying w ith malice but w ithout pre­ 
m editation or deliberation) carries a penalty of five years to 
life in a. state prison. 


Sheran listened to the verdict w ith the same unruffled calm 
he has maintained throughout the 
three-week trial, then, held & pres» 
conference .in the Jail to1 explain, 
why he held back his emotions 
and. why he decided to take the 
witness stand in. his own defense.

Bingo Games Legal 


Status of bingo games at Hamil­ 
ton Air Force Base was in doubt 
today as a United States attorney 
branded them “illegal” on military 
installations in California. 


Up to noon today, Hamilton of­ 
ficials had received no 
directive 
ordering the games stopped, a base 
spokesman said. Nor has any com­ 
plaint concerning the game ever 
been received, he said. 


Nevertheless, the base command­ 
er is giving the matter his atten­ 
tion today. Bingo games are play­ 
ed regularly at the Officers and 
Non-Commissioned Officers Clubs. 
U. S. Atty. Lloyd Burke ruled 
illegal the practice of playing bin­ 
go on California armed forces in­ 
stallations. 
The ruling surprised 
personnel of some bases, where the 


game has been popular in various 
service clubs. 
Burke based his decision on a 
state law outlawing bingo. 
He 
added; “As a state law it applies 
to federal installations.” 
The Defense Department Issued, 
a directive last monto authorizing 
bingo under 
certain 
conditions. 
The department termed it a “mor­ 
ale 'booster.” The Department of 
Justice disagreed, 
asserting 
the 
game could not be approved n 
states banning it. 
Bingo prizes at the 
Hamilton 
Officers Club have been known 
to run as high as $500, but such 
prizes are no longer being award­ 
ed since a recent Air Force direc­ 
tive restricted prizes for a single 
game to $100 and for carried-over 
prizes to $300. 


San Rafael To Take Special Census; 


2,000 Boost In Population Estimated 


San Rafael, will take a special 
census either this year or early 
next year in. hopes of raising its 
off Ida! 'population, by about 2,000 
to an estimated 17,250.‘ The last 
count, taken in November, 1953, 
showed. 15,255. 
The council last night author­ 
ized City Manager Wilber Smith 
to1 negotiate with officials of the 
Department of Commerce for a 
special nose-count at the earliest 
possible date. Smith said he would 
like to see the census completed 


before next June, when motor ve­ 
hicles “in lieu” tax revenues are 
allocated to each city on the basis 
of population. 
The “in lieu” tax plus gas tax 
allocations would bring $7.35 per 
capita, which means that an in­ 
crease in official population of 
2 000 would bring $14,700 in addi­ 
tional revenue. Even if the popu­ 
lation growth is only 1,000, the 
added revenue would be more than

Sheran was accused of bludgeon­ 
ing his 42-year-old wife, Esme, to 
death with two rocks on the Wood- 
acre fire road off Bolinas avenue 
above' Fairfax last May 25. Last 
night he stuck to his account of 
how he had blacked out on the 
fatal day and did not remember 
anything until he found himself 
driving near Boise, Idaho. 


“I can’t understand why I should 
have killed my wife. How could 
anybody do a thing as stupid as 
that? I Just couldn’t have as far 
as I think or know.” 


DENIES ACCUSATION 
Sheran vehemently denied pros­ 
ecutor Roger Garety’s accusation, 
that he detested his wife and. had 
no remorse. 


"That I detested, my wife is 
groundless,” he said. “I have a 
great deal of remorse. I once gave 
venf to it, but it didn’t do any 
good.” Sheran said he was refer­ 
ring to1 June 23, 1952, when, he was 
committed to Napa. “Remorse1 is 
one thing I had to1 hold in . . . 
I’ve been trapped before.” 


He said, the most casual con­ 
versations he has had with law 
enforcement officials had been 
used against him.., and he had. to 
hide his emotions since his capture 
in Oregon.

Chessman Files 


Writ To Save

Con1viet-author Caryl Chessman, 
who yesterday won a Supreme 
Court ruling for a new lower court 
hearing, is simultaneously fighting 
to save his manuscripts from con­ 
fiscation.

Martinelli yesterday 
received a writ of habeas corpus 
prepared and signed by Chessman 
himself, asking the judge to have 
the manuscripts returned to him 
and to lift the prison's ban on 
publication of his writing. 
The questons posed by Chess­ 
man’s request are these; 
Does a man who is incarcerated 
or is condemned to die lose his 
rights to write for publication? 
If not, then do prison officials 
have the right to ban prisoners 
from writing for publication and 
to confiscate their manuscripts? 
Judge Martinelli says he want» 
to study the latest application by 
Chessman 
and 
the 
legal 
pre­ 
cedents which the condemned, man 
has cited, in support of his appli­ 
cation before announcing a de­ 
cision. 
Chessman, who has already pub- 
lshed “Cell 2455 Depth Row” and 
“Trial By Ordeal,” is asking for 
the return of two manscripts which 
were 
confiscated 
by W a r d e n 
Harley O. Teels. The manscripts 
are a 264-page novel called “The 
Kid 'Was a Killer” and a 522-page 
book entitled “Nov Smoz Kapop,” 
“The ban is unlawful, uncon­ 
stitutional and void,” .says Chess­ 
man. “His civil death n o tw ith ­ 
standing, the pettioner expressly 
and wthout qualification retains 
his legal rights.” 
Chessman, now 34, has escaped 
the gas chamber six times during 
the past seven years. He was con­ 
victed on May 14, 1948. in Los 
Angeles, of kidnap and rape. 
A serious student of legal ma- 
reuvers while confined in prison, 
Chessman is regarded as quite a 
legal expert, especially on habeas 
corpus proceedings.

Faure Faces 


PARIS (4b — Reports of serious 
new nationalists attacks in Algeria 
reached Paris today as the Na­ 
tional Assembly gathered to de­ 
cide whether to overthrow Premier 
Edgar Faure’s government. 
Rebel gunmen ambushed a bus 
and its military escort in daylight 
yesterday at El Mizer Pass, on a 
main highway In northeastern Al­ 
geria. Five of the African armed 
guard and eight Europeans aboard 
the bus were killed. 
In another section in northeast 
Algeria, rebel riflemen held the 
town of Stora, a fishing port of 
about 7.000, under virtual siege. 
The insurgente shot up a farm 
half a mile out, then began firing 
sporadically at the town from the 
surrounding foothills. Sailors from 
the French cruiser Montcalm were 
rushed in to bulwark Stora’s de­ 
fenses. Surrounding farms were 
evacuated hurriedly. 
The renewed bloodshed In Al­ 
geria underscored the shaky posi­ 
tion of Faure’s government, facing 
an. Assembly vote on. its generally 
v”.gue Algerian policy, which has 
neither satisfied the nationalist de­ 
mands for self-rule nor surpressed 
the rebel violence. 
Hours of debate were expected, 
with the balloting probably to 
come after midnight. 
Most parties and individual dep­ 
uties appeared to be viewing their 
votes in the light of the general

Released By Russians 


MOSCOW (IP) — Noe* Field’s 
long missing foster-daughter, Mrs. 
Erika Glaser Wallach, has been re­ 
leased from Vorkuta labor camp 
and is in Moscow' awaiting travel 
documents permitting her to leave 
the Soviet Union. 
Chain-smoking as she talked to 
reporters, the 33-year-old German- 
born woman told reporters today 
she w'as picked up by East Berlin 
police in 1950 while searching for 
her foster parents. 
She said she was held in solitary 
confinement for two and one-half 
years, then was sentenced to death 
in January. 1953. as a spy by a 
Russian military court in East 
Berlin. 
She was the last of the myster­ 
ious Field family to be freed by 
the Soviets. Noel Field, a former 
State Department employee, his 
wife, Herta. and his. brother, Her­ 
mann, a Cleveland architect, were 
arrested in Eastern Europe in 1949 
as spies. 
The Polish government released 
Hermann in October, 1954, saying 
he had been cleared of the espion­ 
age charge. He went to Switzer­ 
land. Hungary released Noel and 
Herta a month later and they sub­ 


sequently announced in Budapest 
they would remain there. 
“I never though I’d live to sight­ 
see in Moscow,” Mr*. Wallach said, 
glancing about her hotel room. 
After the death sentence was 
passed on her, she said, she was 
brought to Moscow and again kept 
in solitary confinement until July, 
1953. At that time, she said, she 
was told her sentence had been 
commuted to 15 years imprison­ 
ment. and she was sent to the Vor­ 
kuta labor camp in the Soviet arc­ 
tic.The date of commutation of her 
sentence coincided with the arrest 
of Soviet secret police chief Lav­ 
renty P. Beria, wTho subsequently 
was executed. Her release at this 
time appears to be part of the 
general amnesty program now un­ 
derway.

However, AT&T is 
the parent company of PT&T, 
Kulps said, and as such, controls 
its policies, 
Also at the meeting, Ronald 
Rapp, CWA representative for the 
West Coast division from San Jo.se 
to Eureka, told members that in 
his opinion, “the telephone com­ 
pany is spending more money to 
import, house and feed the strike­ 
breakers presently handling calls 
than it would take to meet the 
union’s modest demands.” 
He also outlined present pay 
scales of union members? 
Starting pay for operators in 
San Rafael is $45.50 a week, with 
a top of $63 after six years. Pay 
rate for repair and installations 
men starts at $48 and goes to a 
top of $101.50 in six years. 
Starting rates for operators 
range from $47.50 in San Francisco 
to $40.50 in Cloverdale. Top rates 
after six years vary from $64 in 
San Francisco to $53.50 in Clover­ 
dale, he said. 
Rapp said the company claims 
that it costs less to live in Clover­ 
dale than in San Francisco. In 
many cases this is not true, Rapp 
claimed, adding that employees 
should be paid for the job done 
and not in ratio to the size of the 
town in which they live. 
The union is asking for a $3 
across the board increase for op­ 
erators and $3 to $5 increase for 
plant men, plus more equalization 
in area differentials, said Kulps. 
The union is also asking for 
shorter hours for operators who 
work night shifts, double time for 
operators who are required to work 
on a second consecutive Sunday, 
seniority in training and promo­ 
tions, adequate expense treatment 
for operators on temporary trans­ 
fer, and transfer procedures based 
on seniority and ability.

NINE INJURED 
Baby, 2 Others Die 
As Plane Hits House 


NORTH HOLLYWOOD UP) — A 
small plane piloted by wealthy 
playboy Joel W. Thorne crashed 
into a two-story apartment house 
last night, bringing flaming death 
to himself and two others—one a 
newly christened baby. 
Nine persons were injured, in­ 
cluding the Infant’s parents. Two 
other children were critically 
burned. 
Thome’s plane, a single-engine 
Reecheraft Bonanza, plummeted 
out of the overcast leas thun 12 
minutes after taking off from 
Lockheed Air Terminal in. nearby 
Burbank. An eyewitness said a 
wing dropped off before the craft 
plunged into the building. 
The 40-year-old sportsman and 
former auto racer was returning 
alone to his home in Las Vegas, 
Nev. Police investigators identified 
Thorne from his rings, & belt 
buckle, a gun and his will, found 
in the wreckage. 
The other dead were identified 
as Mrs Betty Jean Wolf, 18, resi­ 
dent in an upstairs apartment, and 
tw o - month - old Sheryll Camille 
Preston, who had been baptized 
two hours before. 
The baby’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Michael Preston, who lived 
in the downstairs apartment, were 
holding a christening party. They, 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Marchia of 
Los Angeles, and Miss Anna Pres- 
inzano of Lyndhurst, N.J., were 
seriously burned or hurt. 
In critical condition were the 
Mar chicas’ two children, John, 7, 
and Patricia, 10. All remained at 
North Hollywood receiving hos­ 
pital. 
Mrs. Marchica and Miss Presin- 
zano are Preston’s sisters. 
Civil Aeronautic Administration 
spokesmen at Lockheed said the 
plane took off for Las Vegas at 
10:10 p.m. Minutes later residents 
in the crash scene neighborhood 
reported hearing a low-flying 
plane, “apparently in trouble.” 
Suddenly the plane’s engine quit. 
It swooped low, brushing some 
trees. The plane's rudder dropped 
on an apartment house roof a few 
houses down the street from the 
ro.*h. The plane bounced off high 
tension wires. Then the aircraft 
smashed into the two-story apart­ 
ment building which has six units. 
«I 0nly heard a plane,” Mrs. 
Preston said. “The building shook 
and then there was a big blast. 
“I ran to the bedroom to get 
my baby. Then there was another

In asserting APL’s right to carry | 
freight to the islands, Teige said, 
“We propose no new service, mt 
least not at this time.”

BERKELEY (U.PJ — The Univer­ 
sity of California has established 
an institute devoted to basic re­ 
search, similar to the one at 
Princeton, NJ., where the late Al­ 
bert Einstein studied for many 
years. 
Establishment of the new Insti­ 
tute for Basic Research, and Sci­ 
ence was disclosed last night by 
U.C. Chancellor Clark Kerr at the 
opening of a three-day symposium 
on the physical sciences. 
The symposium was one of a 
number of special events honoring 
Robert Gordon Sproul on his 25th 
anniversary as university presi­ 
dent. 
Kerr said the institute will begin 
operating with a fund of $2,750,000, 
the gift of a single donor who 
wanted his name kept secret. He 
said the donor wanted the insti­ 
tute to be “dedicated to the en­ 
couragement of creative thought 
and the conduct of research and 
investí;"'tion in pure science.” 


The donor also specified that 
“the primary purpose of the insti­ 
tute shall be to discover and en­ 
courage the work of Individuals of 
great talent and promise.” 
Before the Institute can get down 
to work, the university regents 
must a p p o i n t a seven-member 
advisory board to recommend re­ 
search projects and to appoint 
research professors.

Hawley threw himself under the 
wheels of a truck in a suicide try, 
police said, a few hours after the 
body of Mrs. Iris Hawley, 50, was 
found in her blood-spattered bed­ 
room. 
Her husband, William, a West 
Coast e x e c u t i v e of Foster and 
Kleiser, was in San Francisco at 
the time of the attack but flew 
back. 
Alter and Pasadena officers said 


the boy, a strapping six-footer, had 
a history as a mental patient. Po­ 
lice said a note was found near 
the mother’s body and quoted a 
phrase: “There’s more to this than 
just gum-popping.” 
Alter quoted the youth as saying 
he killed his mother early Sunday. 
Asked why, the detective said the 
youth replied: “They wouldn't tell 
me about my eyes. There’s no light 
in them.” Alter said Hawley also 
complained that his parents never 
let him have bubbie-gum.

Will Public Be Deceived 
By Stevenson 'Draft'? 


The machinations of professional poli­ 
ticians never cease to be a source of wonder 
and amazement. 
Occasionally, they leave us speechless, al­ 
most; and that is what happened the other 


Last Wednesday evening’s edition of the 
Independent-Journal carried a column by 
Roscoe Drummond headlined ‘‘Adlai Steven­ 
son Preparing His Formal Statement For 
Next Month.” 
That column, together with an earlier one 
by Mr. Drummond, explained that Steven­ 
son’s mind has long been made up—he has 
for some time had the definite desire to 
make another try for the presidency in 1956. 


Mr. Drum m ond explained that, for public 
appearance sake and for other political con­ 
siderations, Mr. Stevenson had decided to 
withhold public declaration of his candidacy 
until November. 


As we say, the second of Mr. Drummond's 
two columns on this subject was printed in 
the I-J last Wednesday evening. 


Our Friday morning mail—scarcely 36 
hours later—brought a rather breathless 
announcement from a San Francisco adver­ 
tising and publicity firm that some of Cali­ 
fornia’s big-wig democrats were launching a 
“draft Stevenson movement.” 


T he publicity handout contained such 
phrases as “the draft developed overnight” 
and “persuade Stevenson to run.” 


As we observed in the beginning, this kind 
of business leaves us speechless, almost. We 


are moved to ask, “Who is trying to kid 
whom?” 
A close reading of the publicity release 
reveals that a group of California Democrat 
leaders, including Attorney General Pat 
Brown and Roger Kent of Marin, who serves 
as N orthern California chairman of the 
Democratic State Central Committee, organ­ 
ized a movement “initiating the Stevenson 
draft.” 
This movement consisted, the handout 
reveals, of “dispatching several hundred tele­ 
grams” one night last week to “a cross section 
of Democratic party leadership.” 
These telegrams brought “an avalanche of 
response” for the “draft Stevenson” project. 
All of this took place'' m ind you, after 
Adlai Stevenson, had already decided when 
he would make the announcement of his 
intention to seek the Democratic nomination. 
A legitimate draft movement, if we under­ 
stand the meaning of the words, presupposes 
an umvilling candidate who must be per­ 
suaded, against his own free will and voli­ 
tion, to allow his name to be placed in 
nomination. 
‘ 
What we seem to have now in California 
is Democratic leadership trying to make it 
appear, presumably to enhance Mr. Steven­ 
son’s chances of winning, that he is an tpt- 
willing candidate. And all the while the facts 
of the m atter are clearly on recorf: he al­ 
ready is a candidate and he intends to make 
his formal announcement next month. 
As we see it, this adds up to an effort to 
mislead or deceive the public. 


Saturday Is National Olympic Day 


Saturday, Oct. 28, is N ational Olympic 
Day, by resolution of Congress and procla­ 
m ation of President Eisenhower. Athletic 
groups will use the day to solicit funds to 
send U nited States teams to the W inter 
Olympic Games at Cortina d’Ampesso in the 
Dolomites of Italy next Jan. 26-Feb. 5 and 
to the regular Olympics at Melbourne, Aus­ 
tralia, ten months lateT. 


The resolution of Congress calls on all of 
us to “insure that the United States will be 
fully and adequately represented.” Between 
these lines can be read the realization of 
U.S. athletes that the Soviet Union is fever­ 
ishly preparing to defeat this county in the 
1956 Olympic contests. 


T he U nited States always wins the track 
and field section. In 1952 at Helsinki it

won 14 of the 25 events and had more than 
three times the score, in the unofficial points 
system,, of its closest competitor, Sweden. 
But we are often surpassed in total points 
when the winter Olympics are added in and 
also such events as water polo, soccer, weight 
lifting, bicycling, wrestling, horsemanship, 
gymnastics.

CHICAGO—1There .is such a 
maze 
of 
political 
speculation 
right now th at It .is almost im­ 
possible to separate the ore of 
solid judgment from the gravel of 
wishful thinking. 
In this trip to the mid-west I 
have not talked to a single per­ 
son, in and out of politics, who 
has not asked me who would be 
the Republican and Democratic 
presidential nominees next year. 
Frankly, I don’t know. 


W hat I do know is that a 
lot of political cliches are be­ 
ing circulated, which tend to 
make opinions look ms though 
they were facts. It would be 
useful to look these' familiar 
propositions squarely in the 
face and see if we wouldn’t 
get more light by questioning 
than by accepting them. 


PROPOSITION 
ONE: 
That 
President Eisenhower will select 
—or determine—the 1956 Repub­ 
lican nominee. 


We don’t know. It’s not in­ 
evitable. We can 
take 
it 
for 
granted th at 
Mr.. 
Eisenhower 
would, at least name a group of 
potential, candidates, any one of 
whom he would consider faith­ 
fully and efectively dedicated to 
his policies. Such a list could 
easily include such names 
as 
Chief Justice Earl W arren, Vice 
President Nixon, presidential as­ 
sistant Harold Stassen, Thomas 
E. Dewey, 
Paul 
G. 
Hoffman, 
Henry Cabot Lodge. 
But selecting a list of candi­ 
dates is far from selecting the 
one candidate. For the President 
to approve a cluster of candidates 
would quite likely turn the 1956 
convention into a divisive, lac­ 
erating contest among bitter ri­ 
vals which would 
weaken, 
'the 
party and wreck, its presidential 
chances. 
But there are those who have 
reason to believe they know well 
Mr. Eisenhower’s way of thinking 
and acting, who 
feel 
th at 
it 
would be absolutely out of char­ 
acter for the President to select 
and, in a sense, impose, a single 
choice on his party if there is 
more than one nominee he could 
genuinely support. These people 
may be wrong but it can’t be 
taken for granted at this stage 
th at they are wrong; 


PROPOSITION 
TWO: 
T hat 
with the .President not running, 
any of the leading Democratic 
aspirants, could be expected to 
win. 
They 
wouldn’t 
be 
virtually 
sure at all. They might have the 
edge, but I have talked with nu­ 
merous Democratic leaders from 


severa 1 states in recent days, and 
they .axe not falling into' 'the 
dangerous psychology th at Mr. 
Eisenhower is the only Republi­ 
can who could win. They prob­ 
ably give different reasons than 
the Republicans will give on why 
no Republican nominee will be 
easy to beat next year, but here 
are the ones they do give in pri­ 
vate conversation: 


That the issue of “peace and 
prosperity" will be hard to 
counter. 
That the Republican nomi­ 
nee' 
will, 
have 
considerably 
larger financia!, resources to' 
throw into the campaign. 
That the overwhelming ma­ 
jority of newspapers will again 
support the Republican ticket. 
That any administration in 
power has special advantages 
to perpetuate itself in office. 


Other arguments could be ad­ 
vanced, but these are the rea­ 
sons why the 
Democrats 
are 
wisely taking nothing for grant­ 
ed. 


PROPOSITION THREE: T hat 
Sen. Estes Kefauver would 'be a 
menacing threat to Adlai Stev­ 
enson In the Democratic pri­ 
maries. 
How do we know? They have 
never opposed each other in any 
primary. Senator Kefauver won 
13 out of 15 Democratic primaries 
in 1952, but he did not win them 
against Mr. Stevenson. Today, 
Mr. Stevenson is the best known, 
mo6t widely knewn Democratic 
aspirant. He runs ahead of all 
Democratic rivals in the Gallup 
surveys of Democratic rank-and- 
file opinion. Nobody can say for 
sure he 
could 
defeat Senator 
Kefauver, but the reverse is far 
from proved. 


THE DEMOCRATS enjoy be- 
littling Mr. Nixon by suggesting 
he is their “favorite” Republican 
candidate. The Republicans rel­ 
ish the prospect that a Trum an- 
Harriman axis may be in the 
making against Mr. Stevenson— 
which could be evidence of how 
much the Republicans would not 
relish a Stevenson renomination. 


Privately the Stevenson peo­ 
ple are concerned ewer Mr. Tru­ 
m an’s apparent drift away from 
.Mr:. Stevenson. There is no doubt 
th at .Mr. 'Tium.an could, se.ri.ou,sly 
Impair Stevenson's nomination, 
chances. My own judgment would 
be th at 
while 
Mr. 
Truman,’* 
coolness would make it harder 
for Mr. Stevenson to win th* 
nomination, it might well make 
it easier for him to win the 
election.

'The conflict has had. a spec­ 
tacular outburt in the battle be­ 
tween the old-line merchants 
and the discount houses. 


“FAIR TRADE” conflicts pop 
up sharply.

THE PRICE question is to ths 
fore in other ways, too. The new 
auto models are coming out al­ 
most dally now. And most, of 
them, carry higher “«iggested" 
price tags than, last year. It’s up 
to' the dealer to' decide how much 
of this: tO ' 'try to pass along t o 
the motoring public. 
In steel centers there's talk of 
higher price* on some steel prod­ 
ucts. The price went up at th* 
time higher wages were granted 
last summer. But steel mills say 
that didn’t cover all their in­ 
creased costs. 
W hat consumer resistance can 
do was pointed out last week at 
the meeting in San Francisco of 
the National.

! from 25,000 to 26,000—during that 
1 time. 
j To milk drinkers the increase 
means a richer drink, additional 
caloric food value and nutriment 
plus a greater dose of the import­ 
ant fatty acids. 
To farmers the news means bet­ 
ter prices for milk which histori­ 
cally has priced according to but­ 
terfat content. 
Engvall’s report, worked up for 
the Marin County Dairy Herd Im­ 
provement Assn., pointed up the 
success of cow testing and culling 
as practiced by the group. 
He pointed out that in 1922, 
when few ranchers practiced dairy 
herd testing methods, the average 
cow tested produced 205 pounds of 
butterfat for that year. 
In 1935, several years after the 
local dairy herd improvement as­ 
sociation was organized, average 
jumped to 300 pounds. 
Last year the average dairy cow 
in the county produced 314 pounds. 
But the average cow on a DHIA 
ranch produced 390 pounds of 
butterfat in the year. 
Non-DHIA members, Engvmll es­ 
timated. received only 267 pounds 
of butterfat from each cow dur­ 
ing 1954. 
Engvall cited another statistic 
complimentary to members of Ma­ 
rin DHIA. Their cows, representing 
only 40 per cent of the county 
dairy cow population, produced 50 
per cent of the milk—although the 
association members number 70 of 
the 200 dairy ranchers in the 
county. 
Two ranchers whose cows last 
year produced the greatest num­ 
ber of pounds of butterfat in the 
county were singled out for recog­ 
nition by Engvall. James McClure 
ol Pt. Reyes, with 220 cows pro­ 
ducing an average of 514 6 pounds, 
and Robert McClelland with 124 
cows producing an average of 502.7 
pounds, were awarded certificates 
of achievement by. the National 
Purebred Dairy Cattle Assn. 


Marin County's problem-beset 
dairy industry had good news this 
week: Milk from Marin cows has 
set an all-time record for butter- 
fat content and is richer than 
ever before. 
That conclusion comes from Win 
Engvall. county farm adviser, who 
has Just completed a report of 
butterfat content testing of county 
dairy cows over a 35-year period. 
According to the report, Marin 
milk shows a 240 per cent increase 
in butterfat content from 1920 to 
1954. The percentage is based on 
the total number of pounds of but­ 
terfat (3.390.000) produced in 1920 
as compared to 1954's total (8,167,- 
000). 
The comparative totals are sig­ 
nificant because the dairy cow 
population grew only slightly—

By Pace Of Stardom 


NEW YORK (/Pi—Johnny Podres, 
a name th at will live forever in 
Brooklyn, sat down and relaxed 
today for the first time since that 
afternoon just two weeks ago when 
he pitched the Dodgers to the 
world championship over the New 
York Yankees. 


"And don’t think I ’m not begin­ 
ning to' feel all worn out,” said the 
slim youngster. "There’s got to be 
a limit. If the pace doesn’t slacken 
soon I ’m. goi.n,g to start passing 
up money rather than take a 
chance of ruining my health.” 


Podres said he had made about 
$6.000 in personal appearances in 
the past two weeks. But, he said, 
being a World Series hero a t 2" 
has its drawbacks. 


“I was in Chicago a couple of 
days ago autographing menus in 
a string of restaurants,” he .said. 


“Now th at doesn’t sound like 
much, but they met me at the 
airport early in the morning and 
I moved around so fast I didn’t 
get a chance to lie down until 
after midnight. Right now, I ’d like 
to' sleep around the clock,,." 


Johnny is going to head home 
for Witherbee, N.Y., today. He 
hopes to be free and clear to spend 
some time hunting. The deer sea­ 
son in the Adirondack Mountains 
near Witherbee opens Oct. 25. 
“I still find it hard to believe 
that I beat the Yanks twice in the 


series,” Podres said with a shake 
of his blond head. “Imagine hav­ 
ing a record of 9 and 10 for the 
season too.

Marin Duck Hunters Open Season 


Hundreds of Marin duck hutn- 
ers opened the season last Sat­ 
urday. 
In the Sacramento, San 
Joaquin ard delta areas limits 
were the order of the day—but 
Sunday was a great deal slower 
as the birds were gun-shy. 
In the Willows area ducks were 
scarce and most of the concentra­ 
tion was in the Williams area, to 
the south and east. 
It was 
estimated 
that 
over 
150,000 duck hunters were in their 
blinds over the weekend, but the 


hot weather kept many 
of 
the 
birds at high range after the first 
morning. 
Hunting was. good in 
practically every section of the 
valley flyway. 
For the first time in many years, 
which incidentally gave the duck 
hunters a break was that the sea­ 
son started one-half hour before 
sunrise. The regular starting time 
was at noon. Hunting ceases at 
sunset. 
Bay hunters along the 
Marin 
shore averaged about three birds 


per man. 
After the barrage of 
shooting birds were scared out of 
range, and after that hunting was 
slow. 
Very few birds were taken from 
the Marin Rod and Gun Club 
pier. Hunters will do better as 
the season progresses 
and 
the 
storms start to move the ducks. 
Duck season is split in two sec­ 
tions, October 15 to November 18 
and the second half December 10 
to January 15. And by all mgans— 
remember you need a hunting li­ 


cense and a Federal duck stamp. 
The daily bag and possession 
limit is seven which may be in­ 
creased to 10 provided such limit 
contains not less than three pin­ 
tails, three widgeons or three of 
these species in the aggregate, bag 
and possession limits may include 
one wood duck. 
Geese limit is six and six pro­ 
vided not more than three of the 
dark species may be included in 
the bag possession limits. 
Black sea brant may be taken 


at the start of the second half 
of the hunting season on Dec. 10. 
Already the great concentrations 
at Tule Lake-Lower Klamath Lake 
areas have reached 
more 
than 
2,000,000 birds, and 
they 
have 
spread rapidly down the interior 
valleys. 
Surveys taken earlier this year 
in the Canadian breeding grounds 
indicated 
a 
highly 
successful 
hatch with resulting high popula­ 
tions migrating into the Pacific 
Flyway.

County, Humboldt County all had 
representatives present. Attending 
from Marin County

Ware. 
President Ray Welch of Fort 
Bragg presided over the meeting. 
Seth Gordon brought out that 1955 
was an excellent year for cooper­ 
ation of the sportsmen and that 
he felt more progress had been 
made during that year than ever 
before. 
He stated the need for more war­ 
dens as our population is growing 
with leaps and bounds and he 
says that we can expect to have 
three million licenses sold by 1965 
and over four million by 1975, and 
that he believes this is a very 
conservative figure.

The abalone problem of Marin 
and Sonoma was discussed and a 
decision was reached to have Ma­ 
rin and Sonoma meet and form a 
plan of action as soon as pos­ 
sible. President Ray Welch who 
was very successful in Mendocino 
County in stopping the 
abalone 
fishing along their coast, said he 
would be glad to attend and help. 
He brought out the seriousness of 
this situation and also that we 
would need the help of sport shop, 
resort owners, as wrell as the hun­ 
dreds of fishermen 
that 
travel 
many miles to fish on the abalone 
tides. 
Welch stated 
that 
a 
survey 
proved that the income 
figures 
every abalone taken by a sports­ 
man will average $10, as compared 
to $1 w'hen taken commercially. 
We have a real job to do and if we 
do not stop the commercial inter­ 
ests from taking abalone in even 
a small amount now, they will be 
taking all of them in the near 
future. 
Willis Evans stated that the pol­ 
lution control in the streams of 
Marin County is progressing nice­ 
ly. Plans are under way to control 
the dumping of waste into our 
streams and will be handled by 
local wardens, giving them 
full 
authority to act when a problem 
arises. 
Captain Shea reports that the 
Russian River is full of thousands 
of young trout, this is the result 
of the killing of hundreds of rough 
fish a short time back. He said 
that he believes that in the future 
the Russian River will become one 
of 
the 
best 
steelhead 
fishing 
streams in California. 
A discussion took place over the 
proposed Coyote Dam in Mendo- 
cina County in 
regards 
to the 
amount of water to be released 
from the dam. Willis Evans stated 
that a letter should be written to 
the county supervisors demanding 
that they check very carefully to 
see that around 150 cubic feet per 
second would be released, as that 
is about what is going down the 
river during the summer months. 
The next meeting of the Council 
will be held in Fort Bragg on the 
second Sunday in December.

* At Hot Creek some 12,000,000 fall 
spawn rainbow trout eggs will be 
Jaken by early December.

Shasta will produce about 7,000,- 
000 late fall spawning rainbow 
eyed eggs, and 7,000,000 spring 
spawning rainbow eggs will be 
taken at Mt. Whitney beginning in 
January. 
Plans call for some 9,000,000 
catchables to be planted next sea­ 
son.

Hunting Areas Listed 


Eighteen pheasant cooperative 
hunting areas will be operated by 
the Department of Fish and Game 
for the 1955 hunting season, a de­ 
crease of two from last year. Sea­ 
son will begin Nov. 19 and close 
Dec. 4. 
In addition there will be seven 
state waterfowl management areas 
partially 
opened 
for 
pheasant 
hunting, and four federal water­ 
fowl refuges will permit pheasant 
hunting. 
The total of 185.500 acres will 
accommodate about 15.000 hunters 
at a time. Total acreage open in 
the state and federal waterfowl 
areas is 37,240. Both Grizzly Is­ 
land and Los Banos areas are open 
to junior hunters and accompany­ 
ing adults only. 
Cooperative hunting areas are 
set up to give the public a place 
to shoot while still assurig pro­ 
tection for the landowner and his 
property. All co-ops are on private 
property, where the hunting is 
managed and patrolled by the De­ 
partment of Fish and Game. Birds 
are reported plentiful in nearly 
every section of the inland valleys. 
Permits to hunt will be issued 
at the area checking stations on 
a first come, first served basis, 
with quotas set to prevent over­ 
crowding. 
Co-ops, their acreages and loca­ 
tions follow: 
Gazelle, 6,700 acres, one mile 
north of Gazelle, Siskiyou County. 
McArthur, 7,200 acres, one mile 
northwest of McArthur, Shasta 
County.

And He Wants It Delivered 


SAN BRUNCXU.R>—-1. K. Kozui- 
lia head of a touring group of So­ 
viet builders, bought a typical fur­ 
nished American home yesterday, 
and he wants it delivered. 
The modél home, built for dis­ 
play at the Rol ling wood Tract, will 
be shipped to Russia pre-cut. Each 
piece will be marked for assembly 
by Russian carpenters in Moscow. 
Richard Doyle, executive secre­ 
tary of the Associated Home Build­ 
ers of San Francisco, hosts to the 
Russians in the Bay Area, said 
KozuUia expressed great fancy for 
the home.

The latest assurances, from Sec­ 
retary of Defense Charles Wilson 
and Adm. Arthur W. Radford, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, followed similar forecasts 
from Secretary of State John Fos­ 
ter Dulles and Secretary of the 
Treasury George Humphreys after 
their earlier talks with Eisenhower 
at Fitzsimons Army Hospital. 
Dulles is flying here from W ash­ 
ington tonight for a final confer­ 
ence with Eisenhower tomorrow 
before he and Wilson leave for the 
foreign ministers’ conference open­ 
ing at Geneva Oct. 27. 
A GOOD TONIC 
The gradual return to active 
direction of government is prov­ 
ing a good tonic for the President. 
The big problem of the doctors 
now is to keep him from over­ 
exerting himself. They think the 
conferences he is having are good 
for him but, for this week a t least, 
they are trying to space them 
carefully, with a day in between. 
The president will meet with 
Atty. Gen. Herbert Brownell F ri­ 
day morning. There may be brief 
talks with Dillon Anderson, Eisen­ 
hower’s assistant on national se­ 
curity affairs, between the meet­ 
ings with Dulles and Brownell. 
Yesterday, Wilson and Radford 
outlined a prospective budget to 
the President for the year starting 
next July 1. It calls for continuing 
military spending around the cur­ 
rent year’s estimate of 34 % billion 
or even a little higher, possibility 
as much as 500 million to a billion 
more.

AS FLOODWATERS RECEDE 
Battered Northeast 


Tackles Big Cleanup 


By Associated Press 
With floodwaters draining back 
into river beds after a weekend 
rampage, stricken sections of six 
Northeastern states today tackled 
a backbreaking cleanup job. 
For some areas it was the sec­ 
ond such task in less than two 
months. 
The floods, which left a dead 
and missing toll of 42, hit hardest 
at Connecticut. The same state 
took the brunt of the Aug. 19 
floods th at rode the tail of H urri­ 
cane Diane. 
Rains th at fed the latest floods 
stopped or changed to light show­ 
ers yesterday throughout the flood 
belt, which stretched through sec­ 
tions of Massachusetts, Rhode Is­ 
land, Connecticut, New York, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania. 
Today New England had fair 
weather, with no rain forecast for 
the battered states of Massachu­ 
setts, Rhode Island and Connecti­ 
cut. 


PILES OF DEBRIS 
The receding waters left behind 
piles 
of 
slimy 
debris, 
wrecked 
homes and businesses, washed-out 
highways and railroads, broken 
bridges and snarled power lines. 
The federal government provid­ 
ed a variety of aids for the'strick­ 
en areas. 
The governors of Connecticut, 
New York and New Jersey were 
advised by Sherman Adams, as­ 
sistant to the President, th at the 
"major 
disaster” declaration 
of 
two months ago had been extended 
to cover the new floods. This en­ 
abled the Small Business Adminis­ 
tration and the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency in W ashington to 
take steps to help flood victims. 
Val Peterson, federal director of 
civil defense, inspected the area so 
he could take a first-hand report 
to President Eisenhower. From his 
sick bed in Denver, the President 
pledged all aid possible to the dis­ 
aster area.

families were homeless or went 
back to damaged dwellings.

In 
Connecticut alone th at disaster 
took 74 lives and caused more than 
215 million dollars in damage, com­ 
pared to 16 dead and missing in 
the second round of floods. 
Army engineers, who did 12 mil­ 
lion dollars worth of repairs after 
Diane, figured the new floods left 
them with four million dollars 
worth of work to do. 
Some of this work will be a m at­ 
ter of repairing once again the 
facilities they have fixed before. 
Some of the repair work will be 
new. Of the 48 Connecticut towns 
hit by the latest floods, 28 had 
suffered damage from Diane. 
The New Haven Railroad, hit so 
hard it had to suspend operations 
for a time, restored some service

and had

trains running today. 
The New Haven estimated its 
most recent flood damage am ount­ 
ed to half a million dollars, com­ 
pared to a 10-million-dollar loss in 
the Aug. 19 floods. 


TRAFFIC SNARLED 
Highway washouts snarled traf­ 
fic throughout the region. Emer­ 
gency repairs eased the congestion 
to a degree, but as late as yester­ 
day afternoon cars were backed up 
for 15 miles by a detour around a 
damaged section of the M erritt 
Parkway. 
Outside of Connecticut, upstate 
New York suffered the heaviest 
damage this time, with 11 persons 
counted dead because of the rain 
and 
floods. 
Floodwaters 
from 
streams and rivers in the Catefcill 
Mountains 
littered 
communities 
along their banks with silt and 
debris. 
EUenville, N.Y., some 65 miles 
above New York City, 
figured 
damage to public property alone 
amounted to $400,000. 
In Pennsylvania, seven persons 
were dead, all from auto accidents 
in the pouring rain. Rivers and 
streams began to recede before In­ 
flicting serious damage. 
Massachusetts counted five dead 
and estimated th at highway flood 
damage amounted to $200,000. 
In Rhode Island two were dead. 
The Blackstone River threatened 
to repeat Its August deluge but 
finally began to recede without 
causing great damage. 


Phoney 'Anaesthetic' Fools 
Dental Patients Out Of Pain 


SAN FRANCISCO (JPh-A Chi­ 
cago medical researcher reported 
today he had successfully anaes- 
thesized some people 
for 
tooth 
pulling with a physically inactive 
“dummy” solution. 
In a test on 200 patients who 
were deceived into believing that 
they were getting a real anaesthet­ 
ic, 18 were sufficiently “drugged” 
to undergo etxractions, 
some of 
them involving impacted teeth. 
Dr. Stanley C. Harris, professor 
of physiology and pharmacology at 
Northwestern 
University 
dental 
school, reported the results to the 
American Dental Assn. (ADA). 
Dr. Harris said probably 40 per 
cent of all people suffering from 
pain 
could get 
relief 
through 
“dummy” anaesthetics. 
In another report, Dr. Loren R. 
Borland of San Francisco said fear 
of dentists among children often 
is due to what they have heard 
from their parents about the pain 
involved in dental treatment. 
Some of these youngsters are so 


scared, he said, that it is doubtful 
whether the dental work should be 
done. He added th at there were 
cases during war time when ser­ 
vicemen took court-martials rather 
than submit to dental treatm ent 


Dr. Borland described what he 
called a “gimmick” in his office 
that enables the patient to shut of? 
the drill. Only two or ttiree pa­ 
tients out of 100 ever use it, he 
said. 


Dentistry, he added, now hae 
the drugs and the techniques for 
preventing pain and there is ne 
need for the patient to be hurt.

My friend. Helen Jasephy Robi­ 
son, with whom I used to write 
travel books, sends me a booklet 
she has done for the Defense Ad­ 
visory Committee on Women in 
the Services—and after reading it 
I wonder why joining the WACS, 
WAVES, WAF or Women Marines 
isn't listed as a glamor job for 
high school and college graduates 
right alongside advertising, tele­ 
vision and newspaper reporting. 
'There’s a need for women in our 
armed forces, Helen points out in 
the booklet, because in this pres­ 
ent “cold war or hot peace” we 
must maintain an adequate defense 
which, in an emergency, could be 
expanded overnight. 
Girls who join our military ser­ 
vices have not only the advan­ 
tages found in business but also 
some extras, a wide variety of jobs 
to train for and work at, decent 
pay and good surroundings, a 
chance for advancement probably 
greater than in private business. 
And, on top of that, there’s the 
probability of travel, not only all 
over the country but possibly the 
world. On a purely gravy basis, 
there’s a month's vacation with 
pay each year and an unmatched 
opportunity to meet plenty of un­ 
attached young men (the pamph­ 
let does not go into this, but how 
can it be otherwise what with the 
draft and the fact that—as the 
booklet DOES say—in the service, 
“men and women work side by 
side.") 
Women are not assigned to' the 
combat field nor to combat planes 
or ships—who could want them to 
be?—but these' dangerous, areas.

Heidelberg or Hawaii— 
places they only dreamed of know­ 
ing personally before enlistment. 
■One well-trained young secretary, 
after less than three years in the 
military, was working for NATO1 
in Paris, occasionally accompany­ 
ing key members of delegations on 
inspection tours and taking notes 
for conferences in Holland, Den­ 
mark and England. 
Depending on your natural in­ 
clination, you may learn to make 
banana pie for 400, keep books on 
billions of dollars worth of trans­ 
actions, talk a plane 'in to' a safe 
instrument landing on a foggy 
night, forecast weather, rig a para­ 
chute, mend c a m e r a s , make 
speeches, decode ciphers, repair 
airplane wings. 
If I were a young woman con­ 
sidering a career in the service 
(and if I were the right age, I cer­ 
tainly should consider it seriously) 
I think I’d be most interested in 
working the communications area 
—teletype1, radio, telephone and all 
the rest, part of the fascinating 
business of keeping our far-flung 
American soldiers, sailors, flyers, 
ships and planes in touch with one 
another. I ’d even be fascinated at 
the idea of operating cipher and 
decoding machines, and although 
I probably don’t have the close- 
mouthedness necessary for a good 
intelligence worker, some' girls do 
get assigned to what is probably 
the most exciting because it is the 
most secret branch of the services. 
Finally, here is a frivolous, per­ 
sonal P S. from one woman to 
another: You can be as lacy as 
you like beneath your very smart 
uniform. There is no such thing 
as G.I. underwear.

U.S. To Launch 
Huge Number 


Of Test Rockets

WASHINGTON ffl—In the 18 
months from July 1957 'through 
December 1958 the United States 
will launch more than twice as 
many high-altitude rockets as it 
has fired in the past 10 years. 
About $1.700,000 has been budg­ 
eted for this effort, In addition 
to the 10 million dollars or so ex­ 
pected to be spent during the same 
period on the much more ambi­ 
tious, but closely related, space 
satellite project. 


DETAILS TOLD 
The details of the U.S. rocket 
research program during the 1957- 
58 International. Geophysical. Year 
were discussed in a speech to the 
American Rocket Society recently 
by 
Dr. 
Homer 
Newell, 
acting 
superintendent of the Atmosphere 
and Astral Physics. Division of 
the Naval Research Laboratory. 
The laboratory has been assigned 
all the rocket projects, including 
the satellite program. Six to 10 
satellites about the size of basket­ 
balls are to be rocketed to aliti- 
tudes of 200 to 800 miles in an 
attempt to get them to orbit for 
months 
or longer 
aorund the 
earth. 
TO BE LAUNCHED 
.Newell said that during the 1957- 
58 period the United States will 
launch: 
1. A dozen Aerobee rockets from 
White Sands, NJf., and another 
33 from Fort Churchill on Hud­ 
son’s Bay, Just below the Arctic 
Circle in, Canada. More than 140 
Aerobees have already been fired, 
to altitudes as high as 1.23 miles. 
2. A number of Nike-Deacon 
combination rockets, also at Fort 
Churchill. The 25-foot-long Nike 
is the Army’s standard antiaircraft 
missile. Its power plant is attached 
to the Deacon rocket to give the 
'latter added range. 
3. Four dozen or more Deacon- 
Skyhook balloon combinations, off 
Greenland and northern Canada 
in the Arctic, a like number from 
ships on a track south from the 
Equator to the antarctic. The Sky­ 
hook 'balloon carries the Deacon 
to a height of many miles, from 
which the rocket is launched. The 
combination is called the Rockoon, 
and more than 30 of them have 
been launched, to' as high ¡as 60 
miles.

Suit was filed this m orning in a San Francisco 
federal court seeking to prevent Pacific Greyhound 
Lines from setting up a new company to handle 
Bay Area commute service. 


The action was filed by Oakland attorney Spur­ 
geon Avakian, acting on behalf of com m uter groups 
and M arin and Contra Costa Counties, and Jack 
Robertson, Menlo Park attorney acting for the 
Greyhound Drivers’ union. 


Supervisors of M arin and Contra Costa Counties 
voted last week to finance the court appeal, M arin 
voting $2,500 and Contra Costa voting to assume 
half the cost if M arin met the other half. 


Avakian has announced th a t the suit would ask 
federal court reversal of action by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission which approved G reyhound’s 
plan to transfer commute operations to a new sub­ 


sidiary company, Golden G ate T ransit Lines. R e­ 
versal is sought on gorunds th at the ICC does not 
have authority to approve the transfer w ithout con­ 
curring approval of the Califom nia Public Utilities 
Commission. 
In ts ruling granting permission for the transfer, 
the ICC agreed w ith G reyhound’s contention th a t 
state approval is not necessary. 
The ICC decision perm itted Greyhound to effect 
the transfer tomorrow. However, filing of the court 
action will prevent any action to put the plan into 
effect, it was indicated.

M argaret H am m er of San Ansel- 
mo, consistent foe of school fin­ 
ance measures, offered a motion 
to empower the association’s spe­ 
cial Tam bond “study” committee 
to spend whatever funds would be 
necessary to buy advertising in an 
effort to defeat the bonds a t next 
Tuesday’s election. 
W hen Mrs. D an Beswick of Mill 
Valley, who explained she was not 
a director but only an 
observer, 
pointed out th a t such

move 
m ight be open to public criticism, 
other directors 
declared the or­ 
ganization already was on record 
as opposed to the bond issue. 


NO FORMAL ACTION

ATTORNEY RULES 'NO ' 
Hamilton Wonders If 


Bingo Games Legal 


Status of bingo games at H am il­ 
ton Air Force Base was in doubt 
today as a U nited States attorney 
branded them “illegal” on m ilitary 
installations in California. 


Up to noon today, Ham ilton of­ 
ficials had received no 
directive 
ordering the games stopped, a base 
spokesman said. Nor has any com­ 
plaint concerning the game ever 
been received, he said. 


Nevertheless, the base com m and­ 
er is giving the m atter his atten ­ 
tion today. Bingo games are play­ 
ed regularly a t the Officers and 
Non-Commissioned Officers Clubs. 
U. S. Atty. Lloyd Burke ruled 
illegal the practice of playing bin­ 
go on California arm ed forces in ­ 
stallations. 
The ruling surprised 
personnel of some bases, where the 


game has been popular in various 
service clubs. 
Burke based his decision on a 
state law outlawing bingo. 
He 
added: “As a state law it applies 
to federal installations.” 
The Defense D epartm ent issued 
a directive last m onth authorizing 
bingo under 
certain 
conditions. 
The departm ent term ed it a “m or­ 
ale booster.” The D epartm ent of 
Justice disagreed, 
asserting 
the 
game could not be approved 
n 
states banning it. 
Bingo prizes a t the 
Hamilton 
Officers Club have been known 
to run as high as $500, but such 
prizes are no longer being aw ard­ 
ed since a recent Air Force direc­ 
tive restricted prizes for a single 
game to $100 and for carried-over 
prizes to $300. 


San Rafael To Take Special Census; 


2,000 Boost In Population Estimated 


San Rafael will take a special 
census either this year or early 
next year in hopes of raising its 
official population by about 2.000 
to an estim ated 17,250. The last 
count, taken in November, 1953, 
showed 15,255. 
The council last night au th o r­ 
ized City M anager Wilber Sm ith 
to negotiate with officials of the 
D epartm ent of Commerce for a 
special nose-count a t the earliest 
possible date. Sm ith said he would 
like to see the census completed 


before next June, when motor ve­ 
hicles “in lieu” tax revenues are 
allocated to each city on the basis 
of population. 
The “in lieu” tax plus gas tax 
allocations would bring $7.35 per 
capita, which m eans th a t an in ­ 
crease in official population of 
2 000 would bring $14,700 in addi­ 
tional revenue. Even if the popu­ 
lation growth is only 1,000, the 
added revenue would be more th an 
$7,000. This would be profitable to 
the city because the cost of the 


census is expected to be about 
$2,700, the city m anager explained. 
In other action last night, the 
council:

Sheran vehemently denied pros­ 
ecutor Roger G arety’s accusation 
th a t he detested his wife and had 
no remorse. 


"T hat I detested my wife is 
groundless,” he said. “I have a 
great deal of remorse. I once gave 
vent to it, but it didn’t do any 
good.” Sheran said he was refer­ 
ring to June 23, 1952, when he was 
committed to Napa. “Remorse is 
one thing I had to hold in . . . 
I ’ve been trapped before.” 


He said the m ost casual con­ 
versations he has had with law 
enforcem ent 
officials 
had 
been 
used against him, and he had to 
hide his emotions since his capture 
in Oregon.

Manuscripts 


Convict-author Caryl Chessman, 
who yesterday won a Supreme 
C ourt ruling for a new lower court 
hearing, is sim ultaneously fighting 
to save his m anuscripts from con­ 
fiscation.

The m anscripts 
are a ?64-page novel called “The 
Kid W as a K iller” and a 522-page 
book entitled “Nov Smoz Kapop.” 
“The ban is unlawful, uncon­ 
stitutional and void,” says Chess­ 
m an. “His civil death n o tw ith ­ 
standing, the pettioner expressly 
and w thout qualification retains 
his legal rights.” 
Chessman, now 34, has escaped 
the gas cham ber six times during 
the past seven years. He was con­ 
victed on May 14. 1948, in Los 
Angeles, of kidnap and rape. 
A serious student of legal m a­ 
neuvers while confined in prison, 
Chessm an is regarded as quite a 
legal expert, especially on habeas 
corpus proceedings.

Rebel gunmen ambushed a bus 
and its m ilitary escort in daylight 
yesterday a t El Mizer Pass, on a 
m ain highway in northeastern Al­ 
geria. Five of the African armed 
guard and eight Europeans aboard 
the bus were killed. 
In another section in northeast 
Algeria, rebel riflem en 
held the 
town of Stora, a fishing port of 
about 7.000, under virtual siege.

The symposium was one of a 
num ber of special events honoring 
Robert Gordon Sproul on his 25th 
anniversary as university presi­ 
dent. 
K err said the institute will begin 
operating w ith a fund of $2,750,000, 
the gift of a single donor who 
w anted his nam e kept secret. He 
said the donor w anted th e insti­ 
tute to be “dedicated to the en­ 
couragem ent of creative thought 
and th e conduct of research and 
investigation in pure science.”

Last Wednesday evening’s edition of the 
Independent-Journal carried a column by 
Roscoe Drummond headlined “Adlai Steven­ 
son Preparing His Formal Statement For 
Next M onth.” 


That column, together with an earlier one 
by Mr. Drummond, explained that Steven­ 
son’s mind has long been made up—he has 
for some time had the definite desire to 
make another try for the presidency in 1956. 


Mr. Drummond explained that, for public 
appearance sake and for other political con­ 
siderations, Mr. Stevenson had decided to 
withhold public declaration of his candidacy 
until November. 


As we say, the second of Mr. Drummond's 
two columns on this subject was printed in 
the I-J last Wednesday evening. 


Our Friday morning mail—scarcely 36 
hours 
later—brought 
a 
rather 
breathless 
announcement from a San Francisco adver­ 
tising and publicity firm that some of Cali­ 
fornia’s big-wig democrats were launching a 
“draft Stevenson movement.” 


T he publicity handout contained such 
phrases as “the draft developed overnight” 
and “persuade Stevenson to run.” 


As we observed in the beginning, this kind 
of business leaves us speechless; almost. We 


are moved to ask, “W ho is trying to kid 
whom?” 
A close reading of the publicity release 
reveals that a group of California Democrat 
leaders, including Attorney General 
Pat 
Brown and Roger Kent of Marin, who serves 
as Northern California chairman of the 
Democratic State Central Committee, organ­ 
ized a movement “initiating the Stevenson 
draft.” 
This movement consisted, the handout 
reveals, of “dispatching several hundred tele­ 
grams” one night last week to “a cross section 
of Democratic party leadership.” 
These telegrams brought “an avalanche of 
response” for the “draft Stevenson” project. 
All of this took place, mind you, after 
Adlai Stevenson had already decided when 
he would make the announcement of his 
intention to seek the Democratic nomination. 
A legitimate draft movement, if we under­ 
stand the meaning of the words, presupposes 
an unwilling candidate who must be per­ 
suaded, against his own free will and voli­ 
tion, to allow his name to be placed in 
nomination. 
W hat we seem to have now in California 
is Democratic leadership trying to make it 
appear, presumably to enhance Mr. Steven­ 
son’s chances of winning, that he is an iyi- 
w illing candidate. And all the while the facts 
of the matter are clearly on record: he al­ 
ready is a candidate and he intends to make 
his formal announcement next month. 
As we see it, this adds up to an effort to 
mislead or deceive the public. 


Saturday Is National Olympic Day 


Saturday, Oct. 28, is National Olympic 
Day, by resolution of Congress and procla­ 
mation of President Eisenhower. Athletic 
groups will use the day to solicit funds to 
send United States teams to the W inter 
Olympic Games at Cortina d’Ampesso in the 
Dolomites of Italy next Jan. 26-Feb. 5 and 
to the regular Olympics at M elbourne, Aus­ 
tralia, ten months later. 


The resolution of Congress calls on all of 
us to “insure that the United States will be 
fully and adequately represented.” Between 
these lines can be read the realization of 
U.S. athletes that the Soviet Union is fever­ 
ishly preparing to defeat this county in the 
1956 Olympic contests. 


T he United States always wins the track 
and field section. In 1952 at Helsinki it

won 14 of the 25 events and had more than 
three times the score, in the unofficial points 
system, of its closest competitor, Sweden. 
But we are often surpassed in total points 
when the winter Olympics are added in and 
also such events as water polo, soccer, weight 
lifting, bicycling, wrestling, horsemanship, 
gymnastics. 


The modern Olympic Games were revived 


in 1896 to help promote better international 


understanding 
through 
the 
devotion 
of 


youth to athletics. But often the Olympic 


rivalries have evoked some hostility, instead 


—it may be noted that each contestant takes 


an oath to participate not only for “the 


glory of sport” but also for “the honor of 


our country.”

THE GOVERNMENT of MaJ. 
Gen. Eduardo Lonardi is trying 
to show the Peronistas the dif­ 
ference between 
labor 
unions 
free to chart their own course 
and those dominated by a gov­ 
ernment. It is also trying to get 
across the meaning of “hard 
money.” Newspapers under tem ­ 
porary direction of the provision­ 
al authorities carry editorials on 
these subjects almost daily.

The second editorial, entitled

gave the workers were quickly 
gobbled up by inflation. 
“The people work, and for their 
work receive a salary in pesos 
made of paper,” it said. “Pesos 
have value because they repre­ 
sent the nation’s wealth . . 
governments spend and spend. 
When their money is gone, in­ 
stead of reducing the spending, 
they print pesos, which is easier. 
Paper costs little and is printed 
rapidly. W hat happens then? 


“IF MORE PESOS are print­ 
ed but no more wealth is de­ 
veloped, each peso is worth less 
wealth . . . The salaries, then, 
are not enough. One must aug­ 
ment them, because prices go 
up.” 
These are basic ideas many 
nations have been discussing for 
years. But in 
Argentina 
such 
thoughts have not been brought 
up publicly for a long time.

SACRAMENTO (U.R) — If or­ 
ganized labor could select the 
n e x t 
Republican 
presidential 
candidate, it probably would be 
Gov. Goodwin J. Knight of Cali­ 
fornia. 


Knight insists his administra­ 
tion is one of “moderation” which 
rejects “the rigor mortis of the 
extreme right and the St. Vitus 
dance of the extreme left.” 
But there is little doubt the 58- 
year-old California executive is 
labor’s darling in the West. Dur­ 
ing the National Governors’ Con­ 
ference in Chicago last summer, 
Knight was the only one of 46 
governors attending who was in­ 
vited to a meeting of the AFL 
National Executive Council. 


ONE CALIFORNIA labor of­ 
ficial who was there said: “In 
my 25 years as a delegate to the 
national AFL convention, I have

never seen a governor so wel- 
comely received — a Republican 
governor at th at!” 
George Meany, president of the 
AFL, in an Aug. 15 speech in San 
Diego, said “America could use 
more Governor Knights.” 
The statem ent was made pub­ 
licly at the state AFL conven­ 
tion where 3600 delegates gave 
Knight a five-minute standing 
ovation before he spoke, then re­ 
peated the tribute after his ad­ 
dress. 
“The myth that labor repre­ 
sents everything in the Demo­ 
cratic Party is exploded,” Knight 
told a 
Republican 
rally 
here 
Sept. 24. 
“There 
are 
literally 
thousands of Republicans in the 
ranks of labor and it is our job 
to merit their support.” 


IN A SEPT. 3 address to the 
State Chamber of Commerce, 
Knight repeated what he had 
told the labor delegates: “I will 
never use the force of govern­ 
m ent as a punitive instrument 
for the benefit of one group and 
the hurt of another.” 
Translated into s p e c i f i c s , 
Knight said he would veto any 
“right-to-work” 
legislation. 
He 
would not sign 
any secondary 
boycott or hot cargo laws th at 
labor 
found 
undesirable. 
He 
stood for strengthening labor’s 
position in jurisdictional strike 
laws. And he said h? would sup­ 
port legislation to “implement 
any negotiated guaranteed an­ 
nual wage program.” 


IN ANOTHER speech Knight 
said, “It is 
generally 
assumed 
that organized labor will merge 
memberships during the final 
months of this year. By this ac­ 
tion will be united more than 15 
million working men and women 
of the United States. By this 
merger labor will become a tre­ 
mendous political force, since it 
is estimated that the members 
of the two organizations along 
with 
their 
families 
and 
well 
wishers will constitute 
75 
per 
cent of the entire population of 
registered voters in the United 
State«.”

Here's Fellow Who's 
He Doesn't Know Who'll Be Picked 


CHICAGO—There is such a 
maze 
of 
political 
speculation 
right now th at it is almost im­ 
possible to separate the ore of 
solid judgment from the gravel of 
wishful thinking. 
In this trip to the mid-west I 
have not talked to a single per­ 
son, in and out of politics, who 
has not asked me who would be 
the Republican and Democratic 
presidential nominees next year. 
Frankly, I don’t know. 


What I do know is that a 
lot of political cliches are be­ 
ing circulated which tend to 
make opinions look as though 
they were facts. It would be 
useful to look these familiar 
propositions squarely in the 
face and see if we wouldn’t 
get more light by questioning 
than by accepting them. 


PROPOSITION 
ONE: 
That 
President Eisenhower will select 
—or determine—the 1956 Repub­ 
lican nominee. 


We don’t know. It’s not in­ 
evitable. We can 
take 
it 
for 
granted th at 
Mr. 
Eisenhower 
would at least name a group of 
potential candidates, any one of 
whom he would consider faith­ 
fully and efectively dedicated to 
his policies. Such a list could 
easily include 
such names 
as 
Chief Justice Earl Warren, Vice 
President Nixon, presidential as­ 
sistant Harold Stassen, Thomas 
E. Dewey, 
Paul 
G. 
Hoffman, 
Henry Cabot Lodge. 
But selecting a list of candi­ 
dates is far from selecting the 
one candidate. For the President 
to approve a cluster of candidates 
would quite likely turn the 1956 
convention into a divisive, lac­ 
erating contest among bitter ri­ 
vals which would 
weaken 
the 
party and WTeck its presidential 
chances. 
But there are those who have 
reason to believe they know well 
Mr. Eisenhower’s way of thinking 
and acting, who 
feel 
th at 
it 
would be absolutely out of char­ 
acter for the President to select 
and, in a sense, impose, a single 
choice on his party if there is 
more than one nominee he could 
genuinely support. These people 
may be wrong but it can’t be 
taken for granted at this stage 
th at they are wrong. 


PROPOSITION 
TWO: 
That 
with the President not running, 
any of the leading Democratic 
aspirants could be expected to 
win. 
They 
wouldn’t 
be 
virtually 
sure at all. They might have the 
edge, but I have talked with nu­ 
merous Democratic leaders from 


several states in recent days, and 
they are not falling into the 
dangerous psychology th at Mr. 
Eisenhower is the only Republi­ 
can who could win. They prob­ 
ably give different reasons than 
the Republicans will give on why 
no Republican nominee will be 
easy to beat next year, but here 
are the ones they do give in pri­ 
vate conversation: 


That the issue of “peace and 
prosperity” will be hard to 
counter. 
That the Republican nomi­ 
nee 
will 
have 
considerably 
larger financial resources to 
throw into the campaign. 
That the overwhelming ma­ 
jority of newspapers will again 
support the Republican ticket. 
That any administration in 
power has special advantages 
to perpetuate itself in office. 


Other arguments could be ad­ 
vanced, but these are the rea­ 
sons why the 
Democrats 
are 
wisely taking nothing for grant­ 
ed. 


PROPOSITION THREE: That 
Sen. Estes Kefauver would be a 
menacing threat to Adlai Stev­ 
enson in the Democratic pri­ 
maries. 
How do we know? They have 
never opposed each other in any 
primary. Senator Kefauver won 
13 out of 15 Democratic primaries 
in 1952, but he did not win them 
against Mr. Stevenson. Today, 
Mr. Stevenson is the best known, 
most widely known Democratic 
aspirant. He runs ahead of all 
Democratic rivals in the Gallup 
surveys of Democratic rank-and- 
file opinion. Nobody can say for 
sure he 
could 
defeat Senator 
Kefauver, but the reverse is far 
from proved. 


THE DEMOCRATS enjoy be­ 
littling Mr. Nixon by suggesting 
he is their “favorite” Republican 
candidate. The Republicans rel­ 
ish the prospect th at a Trum an- 
Harrim an axis may be in the 
making against Mr. Stevenson— 
which could be evidence of how 
much the Republicans would not 
relish a Stevenson renomination. 


Privately the Stevenson peo­ 
ple are concerned <wer Mr. Tru­ 
m an’s apparent drift away from 
Mr. Stevenson. There is no doubt 
th at Mr. Truman could seriously 
impair Stevenson’s nomination 
chances. My own judgment would 
be th at 
while 
Mr. 
Trum an’« 
coolness would make it harder 
for Mr. Stevenson to win the 
nomination, it might well make 
it easier for him to win the 
election.

How Will Public React 
To New Higher Prices?

NEW YORK (>P)—1The delicate 
question facing business today is 
where to set prices. And price 
news—whether to “fair trade,” 
consumer 
reaction 
to 
p r i c e 
hikes, the prospects of another 
dose of inflation—is all over the 
lot these days. 
The question is 
delicate 
be­ 
cause the urge to raise prices is 
strong just now with many a 
manufacturer—and because the 
power of the consumer to pick 
and choose in many a competi­ 
tive m arket is unquestioned. 
The conflict has had a spec­ 
tacular outburt in the battle be­ 
tween the old-line 
merchants 
and the discount houses. 


“FAIR TRADE” conflicts pop 
up sharply. “Fair trade” is the 
practice, backed by laws in many 
states, of a manufacturer setting 
a fixed retail price for his prod­ 
ucts. Retailers 
are 
told 
they 
m ustn’t sell for less. 


Two big electrical appliance 
m anufacturers have been hav­ 
ing trouble with this practice. 
Westinghouse has abandoned list 
prices on some of 
its 
electric 
housewares as unworkable. Gen­ 
eral Electric is stopping efforts 
to enforce its “fair trade” con­ 
tracts in 
Indiana, 
awuiting 
a 


court ruling on the validity of 
the state’s law. An adverse ruling 
in Michigan caused GE to drop 
the pricing practice there. 
But Ronson Corp. of Newark, 
N.J., says it will step up efforts 
to enforce “fair trade” pricing 
of its 
products: 
lighters 
and 
electric shavers. 


THE PRICE question is to the 
fore in other ways, too. The new 
auto models are coming out al­ 
most daily now. And most of 
them carry higher “suggested” 
price tags than last year. It’s up 
to the dealer to decide how much 
of this to try to pass along to 
the motoring public. 
In steel centers there’s talk of 
higher prices on some steel prod­ 
ucts. The price went up at the 
time higher wages were granted 
last summer. But steel mills say 
th at didn’t cover all their in­ 
creased costs. 
W hat consumer resistance can 
do was pointed out last week at 
the meeting in San Francisco of 
the National Coffee Assn. A sur­ 
vey, said to represent 11 million 
households, showed 23 per cent 
cut their coffee buying when the 
price soared. 
It’s doubt over which way the 
public will jump th at makes the 
pricing question so delicate for 
businessmen just now.

were the order of the day—but 
Sunday was a great deal slower 
as the birds were gun-shy. 
In the Willows area ducks were 
scarce and m ost of the concentra­ 
tion was in the Williams area, to 
the south and east. 
It was

150.000 duck hunters were in their 
blinds over the weekend, but the

hot w eather kept m any 
of 
the 
birds at high range after the first 
morning. 
H unting was good in 
practically every section of the 
valley flyway. 
For the first time in many years, 
which incidentally gave the duck 
hunters a break was th a t the sea­ 
son started one-half hour before 
sunrise. The regular starting time 
was at noon. Hunting ceases at 
sunset. 
Bay hunters along the 
M arin 
shore averaged about three birds 


per m an. 
After the barrage of 
shooting birds were scared out of 
range, and after th at hunting was 
slow. 
Very few birds were taken from 
the M arin Rod and Gun Club 
pier. H unters will do better as 
the season progresses 
and 
the 
storm s sta rt to move the ducks. 
Duck season is split in two sec­ 
tions, October 15 to November 18 
and the second half December 10 
to January 15. And by all mgans— 
remember you need a hunting li­ 


cense and a Federal duck stam p. 
The daily bag and possession 
lim it is seven which may be in ­ 
creased to 10 provided such lim it 
contains not less th an three pin­ 
tails, three widgeons or three of 
these species in the aggregate, bag 
and possession limits may include 
one w'ood duck. 
Geese lim it is six and six pro­ 
vided not more th an three of the 
dark species may be included in 
the bag possession limits. 
Black sea brant may be taken 


at the start of the second half 
of the hunting season on Dec. 10.

^ixon Says Coming Big Four Meeting 


^ Geneva Most Promising Since War 


NEW YORK (U.P.)—Vice Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon said last 
night that the coming Geneva Big 
Pour ministers conference holds 
more promise for resolving East- 
West differences than any confer­ 
ence since World War II. 
Nixon spoke at the New York 
Herald Tribune Porum. His speech 


was non-partisan and even in­ 
cluded a quotation from Demo­ 
cratic President Woodrow Wilson.

SAN BRUNCXU.E)—I. K. Kozui- 
lia head of a touring group of So­ 
viet builders, bought a typical fur­ 
nished American home yesterday, 
and he wants it delivered.

Arthur W. Radford, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, followed similar forecasts 
from Secretary of State John Fos­ 
ter Dulles and Secretary of the 
Treasury George Humphreys after 
their earlier talks with Eisenhower 
at Fitzsimons Army Hospital. 
Dulles is flying here from Wash­ 
ington tonight for a final confer­ 
ence with Eisenhower tomorrow 
before he and Wilson leave for the 
foreign ministers’ conference open­ 
ing at Geneva Oct. 27. 
A GOOD TONIC 
The gradual return to active 
direction of government is prov­ 
ing a good tonic for the President. 
The big problem of the doctors 
now is to keep him from over­ 
exerting himself. They think the 
conferences he is having are good 
for him but, for this week at least, 
they are trying to space them 
carefully, with a day in between. 
The president will meet with 
Atty.

AS FLOODWATERS RECEDE 
Battered Northeast 


Tackles Big Cleanup 


By Associated Press 
With floodwaters draining back 
into river beds after a weekend 
rampage, stricken sections of six 
Northeastern states today tackled 
a backbreaking cleanup job. 
For some areas it was the sec­ 
ond such task in less than two 
months. 
The floods, which left a dead 
and missing toll of 42, hit hardest 
at Connecticut. The same state 
took the brunt of the Aug. 19 
floods that rode the tail of Hurri­ 
cane Diane. 
Rains that fed the latest floods 
stopped or changed to light show­ 
ers yesterday throughout the flood 
belt, which stretched through sec­ 
tions of Massachusetts, Rhode Is­ 
land, Connecticut, New York, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania. 
Today New England had fair 
weather, with no rain forecast for 
the battered states of Massachu­ 
setts, Rhode Island and Connecti­ 
cut. 
PILES OF DEBRIS 
The receding waters left behind 
piles of slimy debris, wrecked 
homes and businesses, washed-out 
highways and railroads, broken 
bridges and snarled power lines. 
The federal government provid­ 
ed a variety of aids for the‘strick­ 
en areas. 
The governors of Connecticut, 
New York and New Jersey were 
advised by Sherman Adams, as­ 
sistant to the President, that the 
“major disaster” declaration of 
two months ago had been extended 
to cover the new floods. This en­ 
abled the Small Business Adminis­ 
tration and the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency in Washington to 
take steps to help flood victims. 
Val Peterson, federal director of 
civil defense, inspected the area so 
he could take a first-hand report 
to President Eisenhower. From his 
sick bed in Denver, the President 
pledged all aid possible to the dis­ 
aster area.

Outside of Connecticut, upstate

Ellenville, N.Y., some 65 miles 
above New York City, figured 
damage to public property alone 
amounted to $400,000. 
In Pennsylvania, seven persons 
were dead, all from auto accidents 
in the pouring rain. Rivers and 
streams began to recede before in­ 
flicting serious damage. 
Massachusetts counted five dead 
and estimated that highway flood 
damage amounted to $200,000. 
In Rhode Island two were dead 
The Blackstone River threatened 
to repeat its August deluge but 
finally began to recede without 
causing great damage.

Dental Patients Out O f Pain 
SAN FRANCISCO (JP)—A Chi- j 
cago medical researcher reported 
today he had successfully anaes- 
thesized some people 
for 
tooth 
pulling with a physically inactive 
“dummy” solution. 
In a test on 200 patients who 
were deceived into believing that 
they were getting a real anaesthet­ 
ic, 18 were sufficiently “drugged” 
to undergo etxractions, some of 
them involving impacted teeth. 
Dr. Stanley C. Harris, professor 
of physiology and pharmacology at 
Northwestern 
University 
dental 
school, reported the results to the 
American Dental Assn. (ADA). 
Dr. Harris said probably 40 per 
cent of all people suffering from 
pain 
could get 
relief 
through 
“dummy” anaesthetics. 
In another report, Dr. Loren R. 
Borland of San Francisco said fear 
of dentists among children often 
is due to what they have heard 
from their parents about the pain 
involved in dental treatment. 
Some of these youngsters are so 


I scared, he said, that it is doubtful 
whether the dental work should bG 
done. He added that there wers 
cases during war time w'hen ser­ 
vicemen took court-martials rather 
than submit to dental treatment. 
Dr. Borland described what he 
called a “gimmick” in his offioG 
that enables the patient to shut of? 
the drill. Only two or three pa­ 
tients out of 100 ever use it, hG 
said.

Women In Services Have Glamor Job, 
Chance For Travel And Advancement

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Naturally, she’s popular! She has the best 


looking brother you've ever seen!" 


My friend, Helen Josephy Robi­ 
son, with whom I used to write 
travel books, sends me a booklet 
she has done for the Defense Ad­ 
visory Committee on Women in 
the Services—and after reading it 
I wonder why joining the WACS, 
WAVES, WAF or Women Marines 
isn’t listed as a glamor job for 
high school and college graduates 
right alongside advertising, tele­ 
vision and newspaper reporting. 
There’s a need for women in our 
armed forces, Helen points out in 
the booklet, because in this pres­ 
ent “cold war or hot peace” we 
must maintain an adequate defense 
which, in an emergency, could be 
expanded overnight. 
Girls who join our military ser­ 
vices have not only the advan­ 
tages found in business but also 
some extras, a wide variety of jobs 
to train for and work at, decent 
pay and good surroundings, a 
chance for advancement probably 
greater than in private business. 
And, on top of that, there’s the 
probability of travel, not only all 
over the country but possibly the 
world. On a purely gravy basis, 
there’s a month’s vacation with 
pay each year and an unmatched 
opportunity to meet plenty of un­ 
attached young men (the pamph­ 
let does not go into this, but how 
can it be otherwise what with the 
draft and the fact that—as the 
booklet DOES say—in the service, 
“men and women work side by 
side.“) 
Women are not assigned to the 
combat field nor to combat planes 
or ships—who could want them to 
be?—but these dangerous areas

are their only limitations. As the 
booklet points out, what makes, for 
instance, the usual type of office 
work a satisfying experience with­ 
in the services is the fact that 
some of the women who punch the 
typewriters and search through 
tl\e files find the uniform a ticket 
to Wyoming, Alaska, California, 
Florida. Heidelberg or Hawaii— 
places they only dreamed of know­ 
ing personally before enlistment. 
One weil-trakied young secretary, 
after less than three years in the 
military, was working for NATO 
in Paris, occasionally accompany­ 
ing key members of delegations on 
inspection tours and taking notes 
for conferences in Holland, Den­ 
mark and England. 
Depending on your natural in­ 
clination, you may learn to make 
banana pie for 400, keep books on 
billions of dollars worth of trans­ 
actions, talk a plane in to a safe 
instrument landing on a foggy 
night, forecast weather, rig a para­ 
chute, mend c a m e r a s , make 
speeches, decode ciphers, repair 
airplane wings. 
If I were a young woman con­ 
sidering a career in the service 
(and if I were the right age, I cer­ 
tainly should consider it seriously) 
I think I ’d be most interested in 
working the communications area 
—teletype, radio, telephone and all 
the rest, part of the fascinating 
business of keeping our far-flung 
American soldiers, sailors, flyers, 
ships and planes in touch with one 
another. I ’d even be fascinated at 
the idea of operating cipher and 
decoding machines, and although 
I probably don’t have the close- 
mouthedness necessary for a good 
intelligence worker, some girls do 
get assigned to what is probably 
the most exciting because it is the 
most secret branch of the services. 
Finally, here is a frivolous, per­ 
sonal P.S. from one woman to 
another: You can be as lacy as 
you like beneath your very smart 
uniform. There is no such thing 
as G.I. underwear.

U.S. To Launch 
Huge Number 


Of Test Rockets 


By VERN HAUGLAND

•WASHINGTON (JP)—In the 18 
months from July 1957 through 
December 1958 the United States 
will launch more than twice as 
many high-altitude rockets as it 
has fired in the past 10 years. 
About $1,700,000 has been budg­ 
eted for this effort, in addition 
to the 10 million dollars or so ex­ 
pected to be spent during the same 
period on the much more ambi­ 
tious, but closely related, space 
satellite project. 


DETAILS TOLD 
The details of the U.S. rocket 
research program during the 1957- 
58 International Geophysical Year 
were discussed in a speech to the 
American Rocket Society recently 
by 
Dr. 
Homer 
Newell, 
acting 
superintendent of the Atmosphere 
and Astral Physics Division of 
the Naval Research Laboratory. 
The laboratory has been assigned 
all the rocket projects, including 
the satellite program. Six to 10 
satellites about the size of basket­ 
balls are to be rocketed to aliti- 
tudes of 200 to 800 miles in an 
attem pt to get them to orbit for 
months 
or 
longer 
aorund 
the 
earth. 
TO BE LAUNCHED 
Newell said th at during the 1957- 
58 period the United States will 
launch: 
1. A dozen Aerobee rockets from 
White Sands, NM., and another 
33 from Fort Churchill on Hud­ 
son’s Bay, just below the Arctic 
Circle in Canada. More than 140 
Aerobees have already been fired, 
to altitudes as high as 123 miles. 
2. A number of 
Nike-Deacon 
combination rockets, also at Fort 
Churchill. The 25-foot-long Nike 
is the Army’s standard antiaircraft 
missile. Its power plant is attached 
to the Deacon rocket to give the 
latter added range. 
3. Four dozen or more Deacon- 
Skyhook balloon combinations, off 
Greenland and northern Canada 
in the Arctic, a like number from 
ships on a track south from the 
Equator to the antarctic. The Sky 
hook balloon carries the Deacon 
to a height of many miles, from 
which the rocket is launched. The 
combination is called the Rockoon 
and more than 30 of them have 
been launched, to as high as 60 
miles.

4. Hundreds of Rockairs—three 
inch rockets and other small types 
launched from jet aircraft at high 
altitude, in the Chincoteague, Va., 
area.
